Why Repair Bills Are High On Some Cars 


The heading of this article will look interesting to a large number 


ot automobile owners. 
Some owners arc in and out of the repair 


shop all the time, while others only require to make a visit at long 
intervals. 
As a certain large food manufacturer tells the world 


"There's .1 reason." 


Every car requires .1 certain amount of regular care and attention, 


but there is such a thing as giving it too much attention—of the 
•wront; kind, just as it is possible to not give it enough attention— 
of the right kind. 


An engine overhaul bill is generally a large one, and few auto- 


mobile owners enjoy paying it. The writer has driven the same car 
for over three years, yet the engine is still in good condition and has 
never been out of the frame for an ox-erhaul. 
Oh, I can hear you 


say, but you arc a mechanic. 
Let me tell you that you do not 


require to be a mechanic to keep down repair bills on the engine 
Or any other part of your car. 


All that I do practically any other automobile owner can do. 


Take this engine overhaul. 
The principal reason why the engine 


in my car is still in good condition, is because I drain out all the 
old oil from the crankcase every 500 miles in summer, and about 
every -100 iriilc1; in winter. In this way I always have fresh lubri- 
cating oil in the crankcase. 


If you find that your engine 


appears to use very little oil, 
that when you examine the oil 
gauge it always shows the crank- 
case with apparently plenty of 
oil, 
it is NOT a good sign. 
A 


little 
thought 
will 
show 
you 


that while your engine is oper- 
ating oil is being used, and the 
fact that the level of the oil in 
the c.rankcase docs not appear to 
go 
clown, PROVES 
that 
the 


dilution of the lubricating oil in 
your crankcase with gasoline is 
very heavy. 
Drain off some of 


the old oil and you will find that it smells strongly of gasoline and 
if you rub a little of it between your fingers you will find it has no 
body compared with a fingerful of fresh oil. 


How does this dilution occur. 
The gasoline supplied today is 


very difficult to vaporize properly, and the heavy part that is" not 
burned on the power stroke, finds its way past the piston down into 
the crankcase, diluting the lubricating oil. 


This gasoline thins out the oil to such an extent that it will not 


lubricate the engine bearings or cylinder walls causing them to wear 
rapidly and very soon your engine becomes very noisy and has to 
be taken down and overhauled. 
If you want to keep your engine 


in good condition and prevent carl}- engine overhaul bills, change 
the oil in the crankcase at least every 500 miles. 


Take as another example the lubrication of the rear axle. This 


important unit should be filled to the proper level with lubricant 
every 5,000 miles. 
If you give the rear axle this attention, it will 


be lubricated perfectly, and will give no trouble. 
Suppose, however, 


in your zeal you keep on pumping in oil past the proper level, what 
happens? 
First you notice that oil begins to ooze out on the brake 


drums and the brakes refuse to act promptly because of the oil on 
the brake linings. 


This means that you have to remove the rear wheels and fit new 


washers. You also have to remove the brake bands and wash them 
in gasoline then readjust the brakes. 
Now all this trouble and ex- 


pense would have been avoided if care had been taken in the first 
place to find out how you should have filled the rear axle with oil.

effected. 


The principal symptoms of eczema 


are redness and inflammation of the 
skin, anrl marked .tching. Then lit- 
tle blisters or vesicles may form. As 
these break the fluid is discharged 
and scales or crusts rapidly take the 
place of the blisters. 


The first thing to do in the treat- 


ment of eczema is to find the cause. 
If it be intestinal this condition must 
be corrected before any progress can 
be made. 


The constitutional treatment, con- 


sisting of personal hygiene, medica- 
tion and diet, must next be consid- 
ered. 


Fresh air, sunshine, moderate ex- 


ercise and frequent bathing are es- 
sential. 
The clothing must be .im- 


maculately clean. 
It should be of 


soft muslin or silk—never wool, as 
this increases the skin irritation. 


The food should be simple. All 


condiments, 
rich 
foods, 
grains, 


spices, heavy cheese, meats, etc., are 
not allowable as they are too heating 
in their effect. 


Local applications of some sooth- 


ing ointment or of hyposulphite of 
soda, two tablespoonfuls to a pint of 
water, will give relief from the itch- 
ing. 


Care should be exercised in the 


selection of soap. 
Pure castile is 


about the safest to use. 
If this is 


found irritating, bra.n or oatmeal may 
be used to wash the face and hands 
or other affected areas. 


At the first sign of eczema take 


warning. Correct all the conditions 
you think may be the cause, and if 
the trouble still persists, seek expert 
advice without delay.
